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[ The ſurprizing of the Citie of Prage 
by the Arch-duke Leopold, and what 


there paſſed in the moneths of February 
and March laſt, #1 
| With a briefe of the moſt remarkeable 
| things happened within ſixe moneths, as 
well in France and Germany as in Bohe- | $ 


mia, Tranſiluania and Spaine. 
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be veare 1608. the Arch-dnke Mathias 
e fo:ced his bzother the Emperour Rodol- 
. Ee phus ts make ouer bnto him the Crowne 
FAfand Ringdome of Hungarie, the Archs 
XJ 17 vatchieof Auſtria the adminiſtration of 
| IE R Moravia, with the -Archbiſhopzicke of 
| Olmutz, and to declare and publiſh him 
his ſucceſſo2 inthe the Kingdome of Bohemia. Actozding 
to this cefſion, oz yeelding bp, the ſaid Arch-duke Mathias 
made his entrnce tuto Vienna, tooke the oath of Fidelitie 
ofthe Auſtreans, andcauſed himſelſe to be crowned King 
of Hungarie at Presbourg. Foz the which the Emperour 
hath ever fince beene ertreamely grieued that he ſhould be 
ſo bereft ofthe two thirds of his paternallKingdomes and 
Countries by his bꝛother. 5 
But he could not then remedie it becauſe of the new 
troubles which came vpon him in the peare 1609. wherein 
Prage (aCitie where he otdinarily keepeth his Court) ſee- 
med to be uery neere her ruine and her Citizens which are 
of ſund zy religions, diuided into Pꝛoteſtants and Hullits 
on the one part, and Catholickes on the other, ready to go 
together by the eares the one ag unſt the other. Mhere⸗ 
fozehe was conftrained to cauſe an Edict to be publiſhed, 


impoꝛting a defence both to the one and the other, fo miſ- 


behaue themſelues either in woꝛd o2 deed, with an iniun 
ttiontolay aſivs their Armes: 8 ſeeing by — 
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ligions they did all hope foz euerlaſting life, hee permitted 
and allowed them the free exerciſe thereof, with pezmiſſi- 
on vnto the Confeſſionifts to build Temples and to found 
Colledges: ſo that then the firſt publicke Sermon, accoꝛ- 
ding to to the conſeſſion of Ausbourg, was publickly made 
in Prage, ina temple of the Hulfites. 

Other new buſineſſes happened vnto his Emperiall Ma- 
ieſty that ſame peare, by the death of the Duke of Tul:crs, 
being foꝛted to ſed into the Dukes Contries (by reaſon 
of the claime and title which he had therein) the Arch-duke 
Leopold his Cozen german, younger bꝛother to the Arch- 
duke Ferdinand, who keys his court at Gretz in Stiria, E 
who is ſonnets the deceaſed Arch-duke Charles, who was 
the Emperour Maximilians bzother, that which J here ſet 
downe particularly is to the end » men map better know 
what ſhall be ſaid hereafter ; fo2 although that all thoſe of 
the houſe of Auſtriacall themſelues Arch-dukes of Auſtria, 
there is but one that eniopeth it, which is now the King 
Arch-duke Mathias, by the ceſſion and peelding which his 
elder bzotber the Emperour Rodolph made him thereof: 
who notwithſtanding is not the eldeſt of the Bouſe of Au- 
Atria, fo2 it is the Ring of Spaine, Grandchilde ofthe Em⸗ 
perour Charles the fift,, who made ouer the Arch · dutchie 
of Auftria to his youger bꝛother Ferdinand, who was ſince 
Emperour,t Grandfather to the ſaid Emperour Rodolph, 
and King Mathias. 

This Arch-duke Leopold was firſt pꝛouided ot the Bi- 
Hopzickeof Paſſau, and then of the Biſhopzicke of Straſ- 
bourg,after the death of Þ Cardinall of Lorraine, Thenof 
Comiſſioner by the Emperour to gouerne the ſkates of the 
houſe of Iuliers, where that which he did is ſufficiently de⸗ 
ſcribed in the Mercury of France. But the ſaid Leopold 
Wꝛeſeeing that thePzincesof Brandenburg, t ot Newbu rg 


vad a define pz intent to ſhut him vp eee | 
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the litfle fo2ce that he had he came fozth or it, and withy2cth 
himſelfe to Paſſau, where he had cauſed a certaine number 
of Souldiers to be leated, as hee had alſo done in his Arch⸗ 
biſhap2icke of Strasbourg to atd and ſuctour Iuliers, and 
from thence to Prage towards the Emporour alſo to cauſe 
the aid to aduance which he had pꝛomiſed him Bat whiles 
this tourney was in hand, which was in June, 1610 his 
army being not ſtrong inouggh to go to the aid that hee had 
pꝛomiſed. The firſt day of September following Iuliers 
was peelded vp to the ſaid Pzinces of Brandenburg and 
Newbourg ; ſinte his Army hath continued about Paſſau, 
vader the conduct of the Colonel Romeo his Lieftenant, 
and the tropes which he had cauſed to be leuied in Alſatia 
depending of his Biſhopꝛicke of Strasbourg, which were 
to the number of eight thouſand men, made much ranſac- 
king and pillaging about Rheinaw, Beufeld, and Sterſtad, 
ko want of pay, 

Theſe two Biſhopꝛicks were much troubled with them, 
and the b2uit went that it was to lead them at the Spzing 
of the yeare towards luliers, which they were deſirous to 
take againe, with the great Leuies of Soutdiers which 
were made in Italy vpon the Countries vnder the obedi- 
ence of Spaine, and in Savoy. 

But indeed the Emperour cauſed the ſaid Arch⸗duke 
Leopold to continue in Armes to vſe meanes to make his 
b2other the Ring Mathias condeſcend to render Auſtria and 
Moravia vnto him. 

At the ſame time the Emperour cauſePthe Electours t 
Painces ofthe Empire to aſſemble and meet together at 
Prage, The 3. of July 1610. theElectourof Cologne, the. 
Arch duke Ferdinand, and the Due ol Brounſwick Henry 
Iules went from him to Vienna towards the Bing Mathias 
to do what they could to reconcile the two bzothers. The 


Dake ot Brounſwick dio ſo * bing it to paſſe 2 
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at laſt hee cauſed them to vnderwzite theſe Articles fol- 
lowing. 

x That the King Mathias ſhould acknowledge his bzo- 
ther Rodoiph foz Emperour, and ſupꝛeme head of Chꝛi- 
ſtendome, King of Bohemia, Lozd of the Parquiſate of 
Moravia, and the firſt ofthe houſe of Auſtria, 

2 That euerppeare the ſaid Ring ſhould ſend him two 
thouſand veſſels of wine, and ſhould pay bnto him fine 
hundzed thouſand Flozines, which is 5 0000, pounds 
Sterling. 

3 That the ſaid King, and all the Pzouinces that had 
beene turned ouer vnto him, ſhould make no alliance with⸗ 
out the conſent of his Jmperiall Pateſty. 

4 That the ſaid King ſhould craue pardon of the Cm- 

pertall Maieſty fo the thinges paſſed, and that hee 
foul gine it him in certaine wazds, and particular ſoz⸗ 
malitie. 

5 That within a moneth all Souldiers on both parts 
ſhould be diſcharged. 

6 That at all times whey need ſhould require to make 
warre againft the Turke, it ſhould not be done without 
his Emperiall authozity. 

7 That in the Fo2freſſes in Hungarie, Germanes 
ſhould bee put to kepe them with the Hungarians. Alſo 
that his Emperiall Maieſty ſhould cauſe the o2dinary 
pay to be continued which Bohemia did furnilh fo; the en⸗ 
tertainnient ofthe Garriſons in the ſaid Foztrefles. 

8 That the Emperdur and theKing ſhould afterwards 
toyne theirko2ces to repꝛeſſe andchaſtice all their rebellious 
and ſeditions ſubiects. 

© 'Thatifany of the ſoid Emperours ozKings Officers 
didnotpzeſently obſerue the ſatd Articles, they ſhould bee 
bepziued of their offices 
10 Chat the Gleuours und Pyzinces of the 8 — 
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ſembled at Prage ſhould ſubſcribe fo cauſe the ſaid Articles 
fo be kept ; and that they ſhould be ſigned by both parties 
befoze the middle of September. 

11 That the Countie of Tyrol ſhould be left to the on- 
ly power of the Emperour, without that the King Mathias, 
and all the Arch ⸗dukes his bꝛethꝛen and cozens ſhould pꝛe⸗ 
tend any thing therein. 

After this reconcdiat ion the Electgars and incest hat 
were gone to Prage, ſeparated the:nſclues, ſome of which, 
to wit, Lewis Landgraue of Heſſe, and the Embaſſadours 
of the Electour of Mayens, and of the Duke of Brounſivick 
were with the Electour of Treues, and the Compt of Ho- 
henſoller his Emperiall Maieſties Comiſſionrrs intrea- 
fed to be at Cellogne at the aſſembly which was to be held 
to pacifie the troubles of Jaliers : of that which was there 
done wes will fpeake hereafter: Let vs firſt ſee what be- 
came of the Arch-duke Leopolds Armie which lay about 

Paſſau, aCitie in baſe Bauaria ſituated where the riuer 
of lun entreth into the riuer of Danub, in which place 
there is two ſtrong Caſties and whoſe territory towards 
the Eaft is the frontier of Auſtria. 
The Emperour haning ginen no oꝛder foz the pay of 
this Armie, it made a ſtrange rifling and ranſaking in this 
Bilhopzike of Paſſau. Romeo (who conducted it) feund 
meanes nevertheleſſe to get the Souldicrs ſome money, 
and the 19 of Decemberhe cauſed them to march towazds 
Auſtria, where in one night they ſurpꝛized and pillaged 
Veſſe- nuf. Thoſeof Neukerch ſecing them ſo neere them, 
thought by peſtering the wayes with trees rut downe to 
hinder tbem from commingto lodge in their Citie : but the 
Leopoldians vſed ſuch diligence, that they ſurpzized and 
pillaged Newkerch and the leagues round about it, anv 
among other the Caſtle of Schaues appertainingto the 


Load of Polheim, where ther pledggd twenty thouſand 
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Flozins which is 2000+k. ſterling. Then they went to lodge 
along the riuer Danuby, vpon the bozders of Luits in Au. 
ſtria, where they vſed cruelties wozſe then Turkiſh. 

Upon this going into Auſtria. man bzuits went, ſome 
ſaid that they would paſſs into Bohemia, and go to Prage 
to compell the Emperour to pay his army, and others ſaid 
that the Arch. duke Leopold did aſpirg to make himſelſe to 
be pzoclatmedKing of the Romanes pf this army went 
to ſerne him to aide him to attaine to this Nopaltp. 

The King Mathias who was then diſarmed moe then 
hee ought to bee, pꝛeſently diſcouered that they aimed at 
him, wherefoze hee ſent fo2 all his ſubiects and friends ta 
tome. vnto him, and ſent fine hundzed hozſe to the fide of 
the riuer of Amiſa, fo endeauor to hinder the Leopoldians 
to enterpꝛiſe any thing againſt the places that are the re. 
Mee wait to the States of Bohemia, that hee would neuer 
haue thought that the Emperour would haue broken the 
peace which ho had but newly concluded and ſwoꝛne; not · 
withſtanding he requeffed them that it he had need of them 
he might be aided by them in his neceſſify. 

At the beginning ok January in this peare the pce had 
bene ſo great vpon the riuer Danuby, that in the thaw the 
hꝛidge was beaten downe, and carried quite away with it; 
which Romeo perceining he cauſed a baidge to be made ot 
Boats, (cauſed the whole army to paſſe ouer it, being 9000 
fot-men,4 4000 hozſe. They twke Marthuſen, which they 
pillaged quite, where theycauſed ſuch ruine and deſolation, 
that greater cannot be imagined. They kept both the ſides 
of the riner of Danuby, where they pillaged all the ſhips Þ 

paſſed. Alſo in a ſhoꝛt time they committed ſo many robbe⸗ 
ries that they laded 260 chariots with if, dzawne by 1260 
hoꝛſe. Dnely vpon the riuer of Amiſa it was thought they 
had gotten the value of aboue 72000 pounds, | 
Romeo hauing thus cauſedall the boꝛders of Marthu — 
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to be ruinated, hee went ſwith the army to the boꝛders of 
Bohemia, paſſed the fozreſts, and went directly towards 
Budeues, a place very ſtrong ⁊ good, neere the which there 
are diuers ſiluer⸗mines: but ſing that it was vnyoſſible 
foz him to take it, hee bethought to get it by ſome fleight, 
the which ſucceeded as he had pꝛemeditated. 

Yauing ginen it out that hee would continue vpon the 
frontier of Bohemia, without ufing any ac of hoſtility, but 


- onely to nouriſh his armie, t in the meane time toſend to þ 


Emperour, to haue his Souldiers pay; hee requeſted the 
Pagiſtrateof Budeuies to let two ofhis Captaines, which 
he ſent towards his Emperiall maiefy,pafſe thꝛough their 
citie.The Pagiſtrate, glad to do him this curteſte, « fearing 
leſt this refuſall would cauſe him to pillage the villages 
thereabouts, doth honourably receive theſe two Captains, 
which came thither ůᷣ next day ſomewhat late in 2 wagons: 
who after they had ſupped , deſired that the gates ſhould 
be ſet open, ſoʒ them to go towards Prage. Some of p Ot⸗ 
ficers of the cittie,deputed ⁊ appointed to cauſe the gates of 
the citie to be opened fo2 them, accompanied them to þ lat. 
But as ſoone as it was open, the 2 Leopoldian Captaines 
making as if they would haue gone into their wigons, and 
take their laſt leaue, ſtabbed the Beudeuiſians, which ac- 
companted them: and at the firſt noiſe a great number of 
Leopoldians which were hard by in Ambuſcado, ran be- 
twerne the two gates, and aided them to kill thoſe would 
haue defended themſelues,ſo that in ſhoꝛt time they entred 
in ſuch great number, that this Cittie fell vnder the power 
of Romeo, who cauſed it to be cleane pillaged, increaſing 
his booty by thicty peeces of Dzdinance, and great ſtoze 
of munition. 

The newes of the ſurp2iſall of Budeues and of Crumau 
being bzought to Prage, the aſtoniſhed States of Bohe- 


mia armed themſelues, and ſent Douldiers pꝛeſently to 
Careſteine 
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Careſtine,as well to defend the place, as to bzing 8 crowne 
and pꝛiuileges of Bohemia, which were there in keeping, to 
Prage; the which being bzought, they pat into S. Vence- 
ſlaues, vader the guard of 300. Marquebuſiers. 

Romeo continuing his way towards Prage W the Leo- 
poldian ariny, put the Bohemians (by whom he paſſed) in⸗ 
to ſuch a feare, that doubting them mo2e then the Turkes 
themſelues, they abandoned their Youſes and theic gods 
to beexempted from falling vnder their craelty. 

The 1 3 day of Feb2nary he arriued at Beraun, afaire ci- 
tie which is vpon the riner of Vatte, about the which were 
many 4ron mines, and which is but halfe a dates tourney 
from Prage. In this place the Arch-duke Leopold came to 
meet with his armie: and the ſame day ſent wo2d to the 
States of Bohemia, that they were to treate with him a- 
bout the payment fo2 his troops : but they not truſting to 
his ſpeeches,rep2oued him fo2 the vnkindneſſe which they 
had ſhewed towards their Counttimen. 

The Emperour (at the requeſt of the States) ſent at þ 
ſame time one of his Yeralds with his cote towards the 
Arch⸗duke Leopold, with a command that hes ſhould ſend 
backe his army to Crumau, & that it ſhould there ſtay fo: 
the pay: This Herald haning imparted this command ſe⸗ 
cretly to the Arch ⸗duke, hee was carried to Romeo, who 
told him that he ſhonld returne backe to Prage, and allure 
enery one, that they were friends to all thoſe Þ were faith- 
fall ſubiects fo the Emperour, being in armes loꝛ nothing 
but to defend his authozity, and that when they were in 
Prage. where they hoped tobe the next day, they would of- 
lend no body, 

The Herald hauing bꝛought this newes to Prage, almoſt 
all the Citie were vp in armes, but in great diſo2der: foz 
there was no leader, there was nothing heard but ringing 
pf belles; ſome went towards the Emperour to __ his 
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intent, and the reſt buſping themſelues in placing of Oꝛdi⸗ 
nance to hindery Leopoldians appꝛoching to little Prage. 
You muſt note Prage is ſituated on both ſides of the 
riner of Molda, the which iopneth this great cittie by the 
meanes of a ſtone bzidge of 24 arches. It is diuided into 
thzee parts, that is to ſay, the Old, the New, Little Prage, 
eueryone of theſe hauing a particular Senat + turiſdiction. 
| The old and new Prage are on the right ſide of the ſaid ri- 
| ner, being ſeparated from each other with ramparts and 
3% ditches.Andlittle Prage is ſituated on the left ide, ioining 
| to the which toward the Nozth, there is a hill where the 
| Kings of Bohemia's caſtle ſtondeth, the which now ſerveth 
foz to make the Emperours Palace, 
| It was on that fide that the Arch-duke Leopold cauſed 
| his army to appꝛoch the 14 day of Febzuary:Ve lay in Phi- 
| lip Langius his garden neare vnto Retſcin, and his Doul- 
diers about little Prage ; ſome were ſeene in the day time 
| walking vpon the white hill, without making any ſhew to 
| do any thing, and hauing behaued themſelues in their lod⸗ 
gings reaſonable modeſtiy, thoſe of Prage thought they 
came but fog their pay: ſo that they likewiſe attempted nos 
thing againf them. | 
Then the Emperours Counſellhaning ſhewed them⸗ 
ſelues partiall,was the cauſe of the troubles in Bohemia, 
conſequently of the diniſton of the Pztnces of the houſe of 
Auſtria, And J will alſo ſay here by the way, that if he haue 
beene verybadly ſerued by ſome of hisTonncell, that he 
hath bene wozſe vſed by his Liftenants in Hungary, who 
hane thonght to cauſe thoſe of this houſe to loſe that which 
they had there remaining: koꝛ had it not bene fo the oꝛder 
which Mathias eſtabliſhed a little befoze he was crowned 
King ofit, it had all bene turned vnder the Turkes pzote- 
ction,ſo powerful is a bad adminiftration,x the ſubiec of Þ 
liberty ofreligion,oft-times to turne þ people to . 
W 2 
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The molt part of the people in that country, are affcaiv 
to fall vnder the gouernment 4 rule of the the Arch-dukes 
Ferdinand, and Leopold, Alſo the P2oteſtants being rea- 
dy to go to warres agaiinlt the ſaid King Mathias, in the 
peaxe 1608,who would haue ruled the free ererciſe of their 
Religion in ſome places. The Hungarians, of whom they 
demanved aid, made them this anſwere: The Hungarians 
will no moze attempt againlt theix Bing: fo2 if the Arch- 
dukes his bꝛethꝛen ſhould dye without childꝛen, and that p 
adminiſtration of their countries ſhould come to the Arch⸗ 
duke Ferdinand, there would be no reaſon that wee ſhould 
ald you. All theſe people feare to fall onder the gouerne- 
ment of the ſaid Arch ⸗dukes, whether it bee foz feare 
of them, oz of thoſe that counſell e fauour them: alſo it is 
which made the Yuſſits q Pꝛoteſtants of Bohemia to run 
to their arms, as ſhal be ſhewd by Þ ſequel of this diſcourſe. 

Now ſome of the @mperours Councell hauing infelli- 
gence with the Arch-duke Leopold, fearing leaſt the King 
Mathias ſhould one day ſucceed in the Aingdome of Bohe- 
mia, and leſt he ſhould reuenge that which they did vnfo 
him neere his Emperial Paieſty, with a part of the Tatho- 
liques of Prage , vnder the intelligence which was giuen 
them that it was the Emperours will, they had farniſhed 
themſelues with armes in diners nionaſteries. 

They thought that hauing cauſed an army of 9000 fot- 
men, and 4000 hozſe to enter into Prage,the Petropolitan 
Citie of Bohemia: and hauing ſeized on it, they ſhould 
cauſe the reſt of the cities to obeꝝ to their will, change the 
power and authozity of the States, and depzius the King 
Mathias of the declaration which the Emperour had made 
him in defigning and appointing him King of Bohemia af- 
ter his death: then they might purſue farther,accozding to 
the foztune of the warres. 

They had giuen good oꝛder foz allthings Þ 9 — 
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ſhould come fo paſſe: foꝛ the armie was entred into Bohe- 
mia, and euen to the gates of Prage, vnder colour to de⸗ 
mand their pay, doing(as they palled) the greateſt wꝛong 
they could to thoſe whom they thou iht were againT them. 
They had armed themſelues, and had w2zought and made 
means wagte foz their purpoſe, pꝛiuily to let y Leopol- 
diã ſouldiers into Prage. But God diſpoſeth of Þ ſucceſte of 
humane enterpꝛiſes acco2ding to his pleaſure, De then 
what happened. Da Shrouetueſday, the 15 of Feb2uary, þ 
po2ter of Þ gate called Meuſer in little Pꝛage hauing bene 
wꝛought thereunto, opened it very early in the moꝛning, t 
ſuffered a great many of Leopoldian Dauldiers # Yozſe- 
men to enter, which without making any great noyſe, ha⸗ 
uing the firſt corp de gard,went diredly to the great place, 
where they were ranged in battle-ray, and ſhot off ſome 
Puſkets and Kalieuers, to giue the inhabitants of Prage 
to vnderſtand what they ſhould expect at their hands if 
they made any reſiſtance. 

Thoſe of little Prage hauing heard the noiſe ofthe Buf- 
quetades ran pzeſentiy to armes, and hauing no intent to 
thew themſelues cowards, ſet ſome ſmall peeces of D2di- 
nance againt᷑ them, which they had ſet in ſome places in p 
houſes about the great place to make vſe vpon any occaſts 
on: which when the Leopoldians ſaw, they went to the 
two houſes vj ſtod at both the ends of this place, which they 
entred perfo2ce, the one belonging to-Þ. Loꝛd of Sebuſin, x 
the other the figne of ß Auſtrich which they ſet on fire. In it 
dwelt Paul Sutris, who thought with his family to haue 
bene hem d in with the fire, and hee had no further leaſure 
but to ſaue himſelſe by running into the old towne, ſtarke 
naked, leauing all his goods to be pillaged. 

The Lcopoldians paſſing further, got to Þ marketplace, 
ſeized on the Court, from whence they chaſed the inhabi- 


tants that were there in guard. 
| . 3 Thoſe 
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Thoſe ok old and new Prage vpon the nopſe armed them⸗ 
ſclues.anda great many Bohemians, gentlemen e others 
that were in the old towne, pꝛeſentip got on hoꝛſe ⸗ backe, + 
went ouer the bꝛidge to ſuccour thoſe in the little Towne: 
but when they ſaw ſo many poze inhabitants flye, and the 
multitude of Leopoldian ſouldiers cruelly bent to fight, 
who had gotten all the paſſages and places, thep were cons 
ſtrained fo returne from whence they came , which they 
could not do without being accompanied by Prendell, who 
with his company of Hoꝛſemen followed them ſocloſe ouer 
the bꝛidge that he entred with them into old Pra ge: but 
the Purcullis being let downe, hee and his company were 
ſhut in againft their wils: all thoſe that entred were cut in 
peeces. and himſelfe kept pꝛiſoner. 
The inhabitants of little P ꝛage finding themſelues de⸗ 
ſfitute of all ſuccour, being not abe to reſiſt any longer the 
Leopoldians fozces, when they had valiantly fought the 
ſpace ot two houtes, and that ſiue hund2ed, as well on the 
one, as on the other fide were llaine in this conflict, at laſt 
they hung white flaggs out at their windowes, the women 
childzen crying foz mercy. 
The Empetour, who from his caſtls ſaw and heard 
all this,ſent a Hertald to eniopne both the one and the o- 
ther to lay aſide their Armes, with a defence not to do each 
other any further harme, whereunto they obeyed. And at 
the ſame time the Arch-duke Leopold entred at the ſame 
gate: Mewſer with Romeo, who began to deſcend to the 
\ Beackell-houſe, ſhewing a cherefull conntenance becauſe 

their purpoſe had partly ſucceeded acco2ding to their mind, 
but grieued t hat theytould not make themſelues maiſters 
of old and new P ꝛage at one time. 

From the bzeake of day till the euening there entred ſa 
many Doaldiers. both hozſe and foo te into little P2age, 
» they cold not be conteined in p houſes, the moſt part were 
lozted 


. 


— — 
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ſbꝛted to lye in the ſtreets, impatientiy enduring the cold, 
hanger, and thirſt. Da the other live, the citizens kept a 

poꝛe Shrouetide, hauing ſuch gueſts in thi ir houſes, and 

ſceing they were in great danger of their lines : neuerthe⸗ 

lee it was talme k10ugh towards the euening, euery one 

ſeeking fo2 their dead to bury them, 

Uhjiles theſe things paſſed, thoſe in new Pꝛage ran like - 
wiſe all armed, but the Magiſtrate could not keepe the raſ. 
kall people from ſettingvpon ſome Ponaſteries, where 
the y pillaged the Relliques, the D2znaments, and all that 
they could get, killing and knocking downe all the Friers 
they could meet withall, and pulling downe all the Jmas 
ges, the which they dꝛagged though the publicke places. 
Theſe are the effects of a popular fur. who neuer ſeeke af- 
ter any thing but the ſpoyle , and maketh the innocent to 
ſuffer fo2 the fauity. 

In Old Pꝛage, the Jeſuits and the Jewes were in a 
wonderfull trance, fearing the like mi{-foztune,the Jewes 
hauing recourſe to the States and entreated them to bg 
ſuffered to arme themſelues to be exempted from the pil- 
lage: they obtained permiſſion to do ſo, and the Jeſuits ha- 
uing ſent them the Keyes of their Colleges, pꝛaping them 
to receiue them vnder their pꝛotection . They ſent a number 
of Harqus buſiers to keepe them: but in viſiting their 
houſe they found great ſtoꝛe of all ſoꝛts of weapons, ſinall 
peꝛces ot Dzdinance, ſire hundzed Caleeuers, and great 
ſtoꝛe of powder andbullets. This newes beeing ſpzead a- 
mong the meaner ſoꝛt ot people, cauſed a great mur muring: 
whtch cauſed the Jeſuits (to auopd th2 inconnenience 
which might haue happened therupon) to withdꝛaw theme 
ſelues out of their houſe, into diuers of their friendes 
houſes. The States notwithſtanding haue cauſed all thetr 
Tolledge to be kept,andthat which was mit. 

The Emperanein tho meme while kept within? Cattle, | 
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and ſeemed to be Newter: the Garriſon that was within, 
commanded by Felſi their captaine, beeingenterteined by 
the States of Bohemia, kept Leopold in great anricty and 
feare leſt it ſhould be againſt him; wherefoze the next dap, 

being the 16 of Feb2uary, he cauſed diuerſe companies ok 
hoꝛſe 4 ſot, to paſſe out at the ſaid gate, to be aſſured of it, 

which ſucceededſo: fo2 Felli ſeeing hee was without aide, 

rend2ed the place vnto him vpon certaine conditions, and 

went out of it with the Bohemians, 

The 17 day the Arch ⸗duke canſed himſelfe fo be p2oclai- 
med Commiſſioner o: Lieutenant generall to the Empe⸗ 
rour,cauſed all his men with the aboneſaid Bohemian gar- 
riſon, gone out of the Caſtle, to be ranged in battle-ray,on a 
goodly plaine which is behinde the ſaid Caſtle, where the 
ſaid Arch · duke being armed from top to toe, accompanied 
with his colours and Captaines, went ranke by ranke fs 
make a villtation. Then hee made them ſweare to bee 
faithfull vnto him, as being the Emperial Paieſties Lieſe · 
tenant Generall, 

Jn the meane while from all theſe places of Bohemia, 
a great number of Nobilitie and ſouldiers came into the 
old and new cities of P2age; where they ſpake of nothing 
but to make a generall iCuing fozth, vpon the Leopoldians 
that were in little Pꝛage. And Leopold in the meane while 
cauſed ſeuen great peeces of Batterie to be planted againſt 
the old Towne, and two which commanded the entrance 
vpon the Bꝛidge, thꝛeatning that he would canſe fierie ar- 
rowes and darts to be caſt toconſame them to aſhes, ſeeing 
that they would not receiue his ſonldiers in Garriſon. 

Along both ſides ok the river Molda they did nothing 
but make trenches, as well on the one part, as on the o⸗ 
ther, where ſome Yarquebaſters were placed, that ſhot 
without ceaſing, and there were manp ſlaine on both ſides, 
The Jewes ftiled an infinite many of veſſels full of water, 


againſt 
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againtt all accidents of fire, filled vp their windowes, and 
the toppes of their houſes with ſtones, and armed them- 
ſelues to the number of ſiue hundzed by the permiſſion of 
the States. 

The is of the ſame moneth a Yercald publiſhed a con 
mand from the Emperour in little Prage, impozting, that 
at the requeſt made vnto him by the chiefe Commanders 
ofthe Arch⸗duke Leopolds armie, pꝛoteſting that itentrev 
not into Prage, but only to mainetaine the au thozity of his 
Emperiall Paieſty. Ye aduertiſed the ſtates of Bohemia, 
and p2incipally the chtefe of the Nobility and the Pꝛeſi⸗ 
dents, that the next day they ſhould meet at the Caſtle of 
of Prage, to ſweare with the ſaid Leopoldian Souldiers 
all duetie and fidelitie to his Emprriall Maieſtp, to pꝛo⸗ 
miſe not to offend each other any moze, and lay downe 
2 and to hearken to his reſolution vpon that 
trouble. 

After the Herrald had publiſhed this command in Lit- 
tle Prage, when he was going into the old fowne, hee was 
ffayed by the States, who would not ſuffer him to en- 
ter, and charged him to tell the Emperour that he ought 
to publiſha Condition, that they might dzaw neere the one 
to the other, and not to vſeany ad of hoſtility fo2 thzee 
dayes, that they might haue time to determine what they 
ſhould doe. 

The dap after that Felſi deamanded in the Cmperours 
behalte to be introducted into the old citie, to pꝛopoſe to the 
Eſtates the intent of his Emperial mateſty, where he was 
admitted, # continued with them from noone till ſeauen 4 
clock? at night, carried no other anſwere from them, but 
that they were ready to loſe their liues and their goods 
$02 his Emperiall Paieſty, but p they woolo not gine en- 
trance noꝛ paſſage to the Arch-duke Leopold noꝛ his Soul⸗ 
diers into their — that in * 

ald 
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ſaid Emperiall Paieſty, they would let paſſe the bictuals 
that ſhould be giuen them thꝛough their Cities with their 
Conduct, vpon condition alſo that the Leopoldians ſhould 
p:cſently goe fozth of little Pꝛage: the which, the moꝛe 
commodionuſly fo doe, thoſe of the old and new Pꝛage gaue 
two hundꝛed thouſand Floztns (which is 20000 pounds) 
ſo they would not ſet any thing or ſire and go fozth of Bo- 
hemia ſpeedily, without making any delay. 

Mhiles theſe things paſſed the King Mathias aſſembled 
all his friends and all his tozces : Bec had then two great 
buſineCes in hand, foz Gabriel Battory, Pzince of Tranſil. 
vaniagaf the beginning had by intelligence ſurpzized Herm- 
ad, taken the ſaid Kings Lieutenant pꝛiſoner, and put all 
thoſe fo2th that were thought to be his partners, put : 300 
Y-iducques in gavciſon therein, which did much grieue 
Mathias: fozhee hoped to dzaw amends from them this 
Sommer, which hee might moze eaſily haue done, becauſe 
that the Vziuode of Valachia, and the ſaid Battory had a 
quarrell the one againſt the other, and euen at this pꝛeſent 
they make molt truell warre. But the ſaid King running 
to the next fire,cauſed the head of his troopeg to be turned 
towards Bohemia, ts ſuctout the States, that by their 
©mbaſſavours had requefled him ſo to do. 

eUthiles hee was going thither, the 2 day ol arch, the 
women of little Prage, holding their little childzer: op their 
hands, ſome of them with their haire about their eares, & 
the reſt ina very lamentable and pittifull eſtate, went vp to 
the Caſtle ot Prage, deſiring to ſpeake with the Emperour, 
and crying, that ſeeing he was their King, that hee would 
exempt and free them from the Leopoldian cruelties and 
tyrannies. Bis Emperiall maieſtp ſent them wozd, that 
the next day the Leopoldian armte ſhould go foꝛth. 

In the meane while the Leopoldians inlittle Prage, and 
the Bohemians in the old towne ſhot many Puſketadoes, 
and 
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and Yarquebuſadoes ouer the river of Molda at each's* 
ther. 
The third day of the ſaid moneth, twenty Souldiers of 
the Bohemian Garriſon. which was come out of the Caſtle 

of Prage with Felſi, and who had paſſed their oath to the 
Arch- duke Leopold,eſcaped,aud found meanes to get into 
the old towne, where they gaue notice to the States, that 
Romeo hauing ſeized vpon Velbrucalittle plate vpon the 
riuer of Molda, two leagues off the place where it looſeth 
the name, going into the riuer of Elbe, hee had con- 
ueyed thither his baggage and his treaſure. Upon this avs 
niſe a number of hozſe and foote went thither at the com⸗ 
mand of the ſaid States, who had ſuch a happy ionrney foz 
them, that without any loſle, they tooke Velbrue as 
gaine, and Romeo's freaſure eſteemedat twenty thou⸗ 
ſand pounds. Do that which he had pillaged ruinating an 
— many of families, was in leſſe then an houre taken 

m him. 

Che Cmperoarhaning bnderſfood that his bother the 
King Mathias was come into Bohemia with 18500 men, 
comming to aid and ſuccour the States: hecauſed a Her- 
rald to ſignifie againe vnto the ſaid States, that it they 
would not aduiſe to pay Þ Leopoldian armie,thatit might 
be honourably diſcharged. that he would depzine them of 
all their pꝛiuileges; but they hearing the ſaid King appꝛoa⸗ 
ched, refuſedhis demand. Bis Emperiall Paieſty fozeſee- 
ing, that if y'two armies ſhould meet at one time in Prage, 
it was impoſſible but there ſhould be a mighty deſolation- 
He cauſed t5zee hundꝛed thouſao Flozins(whichis 30000 
thouſand pounds ſterling) to be giuen fo2 thꝛee monethes 


pay of the Leopoldian armie. Romeo hauing retei ied it, | 


went away with diligence, with certaine hoꝛſemen to take 
the paſſage of Beraun, and the Arch-dvke Leopold went 


fozth with the army ſome thzee * within night, _ 
on 
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out ſounding the Trumpet fearing the proximity of King 
Mathias his army. This is that which the German relati⸗ 
ons, that haue bene pꝛinted repozt, touching that which 
paſſed at Prage, till the i 2 of March. Since diuers letters 
arc come, impoꝛting that the ſaid Arch⸗duke Leopold had 
nothing mo2encedfull theu to go out o? Bohemia in all di- 
ligence, with his Army,and that he retired to Paſſau, where 
heerpecteth new foꝛces out of Stiria and Italy, 

Ss foz Ring Mathias, it is thought, hauing made him⸗ 
ſelfe maiſter of Prage, hee hath re-cftabliſhed the States 
info their cſt aud foꝛmer Liberty, that ſome of the Coun⸗ 
celloursneere the Emperour were changed, and put new 
Garriſon in his Palace, out of the which hee goeth not, 
notwithſtanding that the ſaid King hath pꝛomiſed him to 
keepe their lat agreement inviolably, and neuer to bzeake 
it: Alſo, that hee beareth him all the reſpec, and all the ho⸗ 
nour that hee oweth him as Emperour, and as his eldeſt 
bother. 

The intent that J had in gathering theſe litte remem- 
bꝛances, hath beene to no other end, but to doſeruice to the 
publicke, t that the tuils happened vnto our neighbours, by 
the diuiſion ofſuch great Pꝛinces, bꝛethꝛen t couzens, the 
which grew among them vnder diners colours, may ſerue 
foꝛ example, to the end, that notwithſtanding the diſunion 
that map happen among the Frenchmen, by reaſon of the 
Religion, they ſhould not all ſticke to aduance the publicke 
good of this State, foʒ the continuance of the peace during 
the minozity of our Doueraigne Pzince. 

Let vs now ſee what hath paſſed in other places of Ger- 
manie, . 

Towards the end of September, 1610, the Elecour 
Fredericke the ſixth, Count Pallatine, died at Heidelberg of 
a ſuddaine death. By his will (which he made, with a ripe 
deliberation, and not thinking to haue dyed ſo ſoone = 
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had declared Iohn Duke ofDeux-pents,andCTount Palla- 
tine nutſer ot his childꝛen, and Adminiſtrato2 of the Pal- 
latinat. The will being opened, the Councellours of the 
Cleco2ſhiv ſent fozit, where hauing accepted the Excecu- 
toꝛſhip, and Hominiſtration, they twke the oath of them, 
and alſo of the ſubiects: then gaue pꝛeſently aduice of it to 
Phillips Loys, Count Pallatine of Newburg, who (alittle 
after)cauſed a declaration to be publiſhed impoꝛting, that 
he could not acknowledge this Teſtamentall Excecutoz- 
ſhip and Adminiſtration of the Clecto2thip, becauſe it was 
contrary to the golden Bull, oz wait of the Emperour 
Charles the fifth, and of all the declarations and Conſti⸗ 
tutions of the Cmperours and Kings of the Romanes that 
had beene ſince; pꝛouing that by many reaſons, ſach a 
now pernicious nouelty ought not to bee introducted oz 
— into the family of the Electoꝛ Count Pallatine of 
mne. 

- Doone after theCouncellozs of the Pallatinſhip (who 
would not 9 the Pallatine of Newbourg ſhould haue h ad- 
miniſtration of the Electozſhip,becauſe he is of the Luthe - 
rian religion, had councelled the deceaſed Electo2 to name 
the ſaid Duke of Deux: ponts, becauſe hee is a Calumiſt, 
which is the onely religion that they ercrciſe all the Palla⸗ 
tinate ouer) made an anſwer therunto, that this teſfamen- 
tall diſpofition was not againſt p Imperial Conſtitutions, 
no2 againſt that which hath beene alwayes p2actiſed in p 
family of y Pallatine Eledoꝛs. And that Iohn Count Pal- 
latine of Deux-ponts,Cozen to their deceaſed Clecoz, de⸗ 
ing named by his will and Teſtament to be the onerſeer of 
the Electoꝛſhip, had lawfully entred into the Aominiſtra⸗ 
tion, ſand that Philips Louys, Count Pallatine of of New- 
bourg (who without that will, ought to haue beene the 
true Ouer⸗ſeer and Adminiſtrator) was excluded from it, 
and could no moe pzetend any thing in it. 

C The 
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The Pallatine of Newburg not content with this an⸗ 
ſwere, ſent the D. Silberamus to the Emperours Court, to 
complaine againſt rhe Duke ofDeux-ponts, and þ Coun⸗ 
ſelloꝛs of the jPailatmatf, but he had an{were of the Coun- 
celloʒs ofthe C:nperiall Chamber, that there were alſo 
with them Deputies of the Court of Heildeberg, and that 
this contronerũe could not be ended but with the aduice of 
the other C!ectours of the Gmpire. In the meane while 
the Duke of Deux-ponts enioped the Ercecutozs 


ip. 

Lhe funcrall ceremonies of the ſaid Electonr were done 
the 17 day of October at Heildeberg : Dome Dfficers of 
his houſe marched ſoꝛmoſt: Tmelue illuſtrious Ladyes, 
as well Painceſſes as Counteſſes, the Chancellozs wife, 
thoſe of the P;ofeſſo2s of the Uainerfitie,x of the chiefe cf- 
tizens of Heildeberg, (the Eledours wife was not there 
remaining ficke in the Palacc : ) then followed twelne 
trumpets, the Parſhall and eight Gentlemen that carriey 
the Enſingnes ofthe Countries ſubicc to the Palatine E⸗ 
lectozs : the Electozall hozſe couered with a great blacke 
cleth ; an other hozſe which the King of England had giuen 
him: his bard hozſe ado;ned with diners plumes of fethers, 
ſome of Þ chiefe of Þ Nobility. Then Bere carryed by 18 
Gentlemen, d Gauernours of the late Cleconrs childzen, 
the pong Count Pallatine, the Count Pallatine of Deux- 
ponts deff7'1cd and appointed As niniſtratoʒ ot the Cle- 
cto2lhip. the Dake of Wittenburg, the Marquis of Bade, 
the Embaſſad92s of the Cleco2s and intes of the Ems 
pire refident;at Heildeberg, Diuers Earles and Barons, 
the Chancellour, and the, Lo2ds of his Councecll ; the A» 
gents ofthe Duke of Trimoulie, and of the Parſhall de 
Bouillon. His Phyſitions,hiaP2egnatozie s, oꝛ chiefe wats 
ters. Decretaries, and ether Officers of the Chauncerp: 
the Pꝛoreſloꝛs of the Aniuerũ tie, the Pꝛelident, + the De- 

b .nato;s 


Newes out of Germanie. 


nafo28, the Scollers, and a great many Citizens. He was 
alſo carried after their manner into a Temple, where the 
Funerall pꝛaper being finiſhed, he was laid by his Pzede- 
ceſſo2s. 

At the ſame time that the ſaid Clecto2 died, the 15i- 
ſhop of Spice departed alſo in his Caſtle of Vdenheim, and 
the tenth of October he was carryed away in a waggon to 
be buryed at Spire, accompanyed with his kinſfolkes and 
with all the Cpiſcopall Officers, where they vſed a great 
fanerall Ceremonp, ali the Clergy being gane to receiue Þ 
Beere without the Citie, followed with p Councelloars of 
the Emperiall Chamber, with the Senate of Spire, and 
with an inffaite mulfitude of Nobility and inhabitants: 
two dayesafferthis buriall Philip Chriſtofer of Soetern 
was ſacred Biſhop of Spire, 

The Duke Maximillian of Bauiers,being the chiefe of Þ 
Union of the CatholickeClects2s and P2inces of Germa- 
ny, had leuied ſome troopes fo2 the aſſurance of his eſtates, 
ſeeing that all the Pzoteſtant Pꝛinces vnited to ſuccour Þ 
Painces pꝛetending the ſucceſſion of Iuliers had raiſed 
great fozces: But in in th it moneth affer the taking of Iu- 
liers, the ſaid Pꝛoteſtant Pzincesvaited,ſentanTmbaſſa- 

dour to him, p which being arriued about the beginning of 
Daober at Munichen, the capitall citie of Bauiere, where Þ 
ſaid Dake maketh his oꝛdinary reſidence: the chiefe of his 
Embaſſage was the Count Iohn of Naſſaw, fo2 þ Electour 
Pallatine; Vallentine Setliſi foz the Mꝛince of Branden- 
burg : the D. Faber foz the Duke of Wittenberg, e Volff. 
gang Loffelholt in the name of the Senate ofNoremberg, 
After diuers conferences at laſt they agreed, that within p 
fifth of Noucmber the Dake of Bauieres ſhould diſcharge 
his army, nat withſtanding becauſe of the troops which the 
Arch-duke Leopold kept in his Biſhopzikes of Paſſa and 
Strasbourg,that he ſhould put a part of them in G. . 
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to haue them ready if any new accident ſhould happen. 
Mozeouer,that all hoCility ſhould ceaſe afterwards among 
all the ſubiects of the Arch biſhop of Collogne, and thoſe 
of the States of luliers: And, that if there were any 
diſcoʒds betweene the two ſatd parties, that they ſhould a- 
gree vpon them by way of friend!hip, without comming a- 
ny moze to Armes about them. 

We haue ſid in our Mercury of France, that after the 
takiug of luliers, this great Army which had beſieged if, 
diſcharged it ſelfe, andenery nation returned into his oon 
Countrie. The Pzince Maurice and his troops into Hol- 
land, the Mareſchall of la Chaſtre and his into France, 
and that the Pzince of Anhalt and his Reiſters oz Hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, and Lanſquenefs had alſo paſſed the Rhine. But as 
foꝛ the Punces of Brandenburg, and of Neuburg, that 
they were returned to Duſſeldorp, to appꝛoach neerer to 
the Deputies which they had ſent to the Conference 
which was to be held neere Collogne, to pacifie the trouble 

of luliers. 

We haue ſaid that the Electozs and P2inces of the Ems 
pire alſembled at Prage, had deputed Louys Landgraue of 
Heſſe, and the Embaſſadozs of the Clectour Archbiſhop of 
Mayence, and of the Duke of Brounſwicke, that with the 
Clectoz Arch-biſhop of Treues. and the Count of Hohen- 
ſoler, the Emperonrs Commiſſioners, to go to Collogne, t 
paciſie the trouble of luliers 1? they could by any meanes: 
they artiued there at the beginniagof September. 

As icone as the P ꝛinces ofBrandenburg, and of Neu- 
burg heard of it. they d epuled towards them their Embaſ⸗ 
ſadour John Frede icke Radius and the D. John Zeeſchlin. 
Lewys Landgraug gf Hebe told them the reaſon why this 
Alembiy was made, and that they did not pꝛetend to bee 
Jud ges in the pan ipali canſe, but onelp friend!y tnccrceſs 
ſoꝛs, and th it they would not thinke vpon any thing but 
pacifying 
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pacyfying this trouble. Alſo, that the inſtruction which was 


giuen them, did impoꝛt certaine iuſt and reaſonable condt- 
tions: but becauſe this aſſembly ſhould not meet to no et- 
fed, his Jmpertall Maieſty had alſo ſent two Commiſſio- 
ners, vnto whom they would impart al that ſhould be trea⸗ 
ted ot, becauſe nothing ſhould be done, but what ſhould bee 
agreeable and pleaſing vnto him. 

The Embaſſadours of the P2zinces of Brandenburg and 
Newburg, ſaid vnto him, that, Collogne was not an aſſu- 
ſured place to treate of this buſinefſe ; and that Frank- 
fort, oz Dortmund, were Citties moze fitting; bat the 
Landgraue Lewys anſwered them, that their commande⸗ 
ments and inſkructions impozted that it was to bee held at 
Collogne. 

In fine the 18 of September the Landgraue Lewys, # 
the other Embaſſadours of the Clecto2s gaue them their 
firſt O ꝛopoſition in w2iting, the which conteined a bziefe 
of the oꝛiginall cauſe of the warre of Tulicrs, and all that 
had paſſed, fill giving the wꝛong to to the ſaid Pzinces 
poſſeſſoura, becaute they put themſelues in poſſeſſion of 8 
{fates of lulicrs,becauce they had cauſed ſtrangers armies 
to enter into yp Emperours lands, and tecauſe they made 
thẽſelues maiſters of luliers perfozce, hauing dꝛiuen away 
p gouernour e the garti on which was in it by the appoiat- 
ment of his Imperial maieſtp a thingy muſt be loked vn · 
to, to d end the Emperours authoꝛity might be pꝛeſerued: 
the which neuertheleſle they ſoꝛeſaw could not bee done by 
armes, it all things were not te- eſtabliſhed in their foꝛzmer 
eſtate. Wherefo2e the Cleccoas : P2inces of the Empire Þ' 
were aſſembled at Prage, hoped that at their requeſt the 
Pꝛinces of Brandenbourg and Newbourg would render 
Iuliers, and the caſtle fo his Amperiall Maieſty. would lay 
aſide their Armes, diſcharge the Dhippes of warre that 
lay vpon the Rhine, and the — which * 
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layd vpon the erchandiſes that paſſed that wap: which 
doing, there ſhould bee no doubt, but all Germany ſhould 
reape a great benefite by this aſſembly, the Emperanrs 
Authozitp ſhould bee pzclerued, and the right ſhould 
bee kept to all thoſe that pꝛetended in the States of lu- 
liers. 

To this frit Pꝛopoſition the Embaſſadoꝛs of the Pzin- 
ces of Brandenburg, and of Neuburg, made anſwere by 
this waiting the 20 of September: and inthe ſame they 
gaue thankes to the Pzinces and Electours that were aſ- 
ſembled at Prage, fo2 the tare that they had to pacific the 
troubles of Iuliers, which tame not ofthem, but by certaine 
enuious people, and enemies of the publicke peace, which 
ſhould one day giue an account of it befoze God. That all 
the woꝛld knew that they had not taken the poſſeſſion of 
Iuliers perfozce,but had beene receiued and acknowledged 
Painces by their Subiects with ioy and congratulation. 

That by reaſon ot a great neceſſitie, and the ruines and 
hoſtilities which the Garciſons of the citie of Iulicrs did vps 
on the countrie which had acknowledged them, they had 
taken and fozced the place, and that now fo ſummon them 
to render it after ſo great charges diſburſed, it were an vn⸗ 
p2ofitable demand, and to waſte time in baine ; neuerthe⸗ 
lefle if the ſaid Delegated Lo2ds had any other meanes, by 
the which a good agreement might bee made, they would 
willingly receine it: not thinking that it could be, ik firſt the 
Pꝛinces their maiſters be not maintained in their pollelli⸗ 
on:that as wel on the one ſtde as on Þ other, they ſhould lay 
aſide their Armes, and that all at's of hoſtility ſhould bee 
foꝛbidden: the charges that they had bene at in the warres 
of Tuliers re mburſed, and that it ſhould be agreed vpon to 
which ofthe Electoꝛs x Pzinces of the Empire, the Empe⸗ 
rour ſhould giue notice of the matter, to iudge what right 
all the Pzinces haue » pꝛetend any thing in this oy 
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Undo this waiting the Landgraue and the Delegates 
gaue another the 22 of September, where againe (after 
many diſconrſes and repetitions)they concluded that there 
was no meanes to treat of any agreement, tf the Empe- 
rours intent were not followed, and the adaice of the 
Clecto2s and Pzinces that were aſlembledat Prage: the 
which was to ſequeſt r all the States of the hoaſe of luli- 
ers, and that tio P2inces of the Empire, the one Pꝛote⸗ 
ſtant, and the other C :tholicke. ſhould adminiſter them, 
and kepe a faithfull account ofall the reuenue, to put the 
remainder 4 arrerage into his hands, vnto whom the ſapd 
ſucceſſion ſhould be adiudged. 

After none the ſame day the E:nbaſſadours ofthe Pꝛin⸗ 
tes of Brandenburg and Ne burg, anſwered, that they had 
no power to touch oz meddle with the point of taking poſ- 
ſeſſion, which their maiſters did eniop, and that they could 
anſwere nothing vnleſſe they knew their wils: alſo it was 
a thing not heard of, that an heire ſhould bee foꝛbidden to 
put himſelfe in polleſtion of a ſutceſſion that hath fallen vn- 
to him, but that being permittedt o all men, theElectozs x 
Pꝛinces of the & mpire ſhould not be depziued of it, ſeeing 
indeed that the houſes of Brandenburg and Newburg did 
not acknowledge any Pꝛince to be the coheires in th's ſuc- 
ceſſion, that could be in the like degree that they were. 

They did alio alledge many great men of Germany who 
within a ſhoꝛt time had taken poſſeſim of the Dutchy of 
Grauen Hagens, and of the Countus of Hendeberg, and 
of Catz enelenbogen. As fo2 the pzetence of the hon'e of 
Saxon, which the hiſtozies ſufficrentip note that ſince their 
pꝛetended gift and donation of the States of Iuliers , if 
there were none but daughters fit to ſucceed,therehad bene 
ſincea daughter that had beene oaely heire, who had cecets 
ued the ſucceſſion wholly by the death of the Dake of lu- 


liers her father, and which had beene conficmed by all the 
D 2 ſubſe⸗ 
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ſubſequent Emperours, 

To that which hath beene ſapd the Landgraue of Heſſe, 
and his other Condeputies, made a ſecond reply, in the 
which they ſaid, that although they had not the charge to 
condemne oz appzoue the diſpatcd poſſeſſion of the 
States of Iuliers; pet ſo it is that they would pꝛoue the 
Pꝛogoſilion of the ſequeſter in the manner as they had ſet 
it downe, to be the onelymeanes to pꝛeſerue p Emperours 
authoꝛity t the right ofall thoſe that pꝛetended any. thing. 
That it was to bee conſidered, that if iqpeed ſuch wapes F 
courſes as the Pꝛinces of Brandenbourg and Neu bourg 
had vſed, were tollerated, that the Clectozs and Pzins 


ces af Saxonie, pꝛetendiag allo the ſucceNion, might by fo2ce 


doe the itke, which werea meanes foput all Germanie 
into a grieuous trouble and deſolation : ſo that all things 
conſidered, it was eaſie to iudge, that the means and man- 
ner of the ſequeſtring, which the Clectozs and Pzinces aſ⸗ 
ſembledat Prage, had thought fifting, was very iuſt. Ag 
fo2 the new impoſittons laid vpon the Rhine by the Pain 
ces poſſeſſours, that it was a thing that had neuer beene vs 
ſed, and it was not lawfull fozeuery Pzincein the Empire 
to raiſe newimpoſitions without the Emperours conſent. 
Alſo, that it didimpozt-a great ſurcharge and ouer-pzelſſing 
ok the ſubiects of the Pzinces in the Empire, that traded 
bpon the Rhine. 

The Embaſſadours ofthe Pzinces of Brandenburg and 
Newburg anſwered nothing to this ſecond replye in wꝛi- 
ting, but they ſaid, that they could by no meanes goe from 
their firſt anſwere, and could make none without adui⸗ 
ſing and talking with the Embaſſadours of the Kings and 
Painces,and thoſe that had aſſiſted them, ind which were 
gone to Collogne. 

The Land-graue and his tondeputies ſeeing that the 
Pꝛopoſition ofthe ſequeſtring had nothing auailed, they 
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aduertiſed the Emperours two Tommiſſionets that were 
at Collogne,to wit, Lothaire, Archbiſhoy and Clectour of 
Treues,and the Count of Hohenſoler, ot all that they had 
pꝛopounded vnfs the ſaid Cmbaſſadoꝛs ofthe ꝛinces poſ- 
ſeſſo2s, t that in wꝛiting, the which the 26 of September 
did alſo giue them thanks in wuting fo2 the fideii'y which 
they hewed in his Imporiall inateſties ſernice ⁊ buſineſſo: 
and in the meanc w'nle they aduertiſed them that tc ſaid 
Pyzinces poſſeC92s were not eatced into this conference, 
but oneip to get time, and render the Armies v»2ofitable 
that were leuped as well by the Emperour as other Ele- 
cours and Pꝛintes of the Empire, pꝛaped them to ſtand 
ſtedfatly to the Pꝛopoſition ot the ſequeſtring, and to 
pꝛeſſe the E mballadours of the ſaid Pzinces Poſſeſſors 
to anſwere in bziefe: beeauſe that the ſaid Pzinces did 
not ceaſe euer during that aſſembly to attempt many-vn- 
iuſt and vnlawcull things, ſo much againſt the Clergy. and 
Noblemen. of the States of Iuliers which they knew did 
affect the Emperour: yea that knowing that the Pꝛeſident 
of Aix la Chapelle was faithfull to his Jmperiall- Pa⸗ 
ieſty, they had.cauſsd ſome of his houſes that he had in the 
Cduntrie fo bee ruinated; which was cauſe that they ad · 
vertiſed them to require of the ſaid Pzinces, that du- 
ring this aſſembly (at leaſt) they would abſteine from theſe 
violences. 

At the ſame time, and vpou the 28 of September, the 
Ring ot France(his Cmbaſſadour being come to Collogne) 
niade this motion following to the ſaty Delegates of the 
Alembly, 

That within a moneth both parties ſhould lay their 
armes afide,and ſhould diſcharge their Douldiers, t ſhould 
not retaine any of them but foꝛ the pꝛeſeruation of p pla- 
ces. That all hoſtilities ſhould ceaſe at that very time. 
That within 6 moneths all thoſe 8 pzetended any thing — 
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the ſucceſſion of Tuliers ſhould appoint Kings and Pzin- 
ces without the Empire, that ſhould iudge of all theſe con- 
trouerſies; extept fo2 thoſe that ſhould happen betweene 
the P2inces of Brandenburg and Newburg, andofall the 
Mano2s depending in fealty appertaining to the Electour 
Pallatine, of the which they ſhould pꝛouide theniſelucs W 
the Emperour accoꝛding to the ozdinary courſe, 

In the meane wh:le,that the Pzinces of Brandenburg, 
and of Newburg ſhould entoy the poſſeſſion and vſe of the 
ſaid Cates : and that the Emperour ſhouid permit them 
to leny the impoſt which they had eſtabliſhed of late fog 
th:ce peares following, to the end they might bee reim- 
burſed of ſome part of the great charges they had bene at 
in this warre. 

To this motion /acco2ding to the o2vinary conrſe of all 
ſoueraigne Pꝛinces, who are alwayes iealous when others 
doe meddls with the affaires of their Country) the laid 
Landgraue and Delegates in the ſecond P2opoſition which 
they made to the Embaſadours of the Pzinces poſſeſſozs, 
te ſtiſte ſafficiently that they found it not good, that other 
Kings and Pꝛinces, it they were not of the Empire, ſhould 
meddle with this treaty, and that it did moze and moꝛe of- 
fend his Jmpertall maiefty. They demandad abone all 
things, that the ſhips that were vpon the Rhine fo compell 
men to pay the new impoſts, ſhould be taken away : and 
all the wꝛongs that were thought to be done by the P;in- 
cespoſſeſſo2s ſince the beginning of the aſſembly, and 
whereof the Emperours Commiſſioners had made a 
new complaint (as hath beene ſaid already) ſhoald bee re⸗ 
patred. | 

But the ſaid Landgraue and the Delegates did not paſſe 
without an anſwere. 

Firſt,. that foꝛ the new impoſts, that it was laweull fo: 
all 22inces to raiſe ſuch impoſts as they would vpon their 
ſubiocts 
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ſubiects. when all turned fo2 the defence ofthe P2ince and 
his ſubiects, 

As foz the Dfficers that they had changed in the States 
of luliers, that it was lawfull to all Pꝛinces to do the like, 


and that it did very much concerne them to bee aſſured .of 


the fidelity or their Officers, that all that which the Em- 
perours Commiſſtoners had cauſed to bee publ:ſh:d tou⸗ 
ching ſome holkitttes happened neere Aix the Chappell, 
were complained of at their pleaſure, and that they had 
moꝛe occation to complaine of them: ſaping, that if this 
Aﬀembly were diſcontinued and that if they did not dzaw 
the fruit thereof that they had deſired, that the blame 
ſhould fall vpon their aduerſaries, pꝛoteſting tobe alwayes 
ready to ſhew the tuſkice and ob2dience that they owe to 
the Cmp2rour. 

This anſwere was cauſe that the Landgraue and his 
condeputics made them a third pꝛopoſition: that the (fates 
of the houſe of Iuliers (except the Caffle of  Tuliers, and 
that which belongeth therennto ) ſhould remaine in the po⸗ 
wer of the Pzinces poſſeſſours, and they ſhould keepe it in 
his Jmperiall Bateſktes name, vnfill an entire drffinition 
of the difference was made, vpon condition that the Pzin- 
ces of Saxon ſhould enter with them iu common poſſeſſion, 
that the adminiſtration of the ſaid States ſhould bee made 
Acco2ding to the will of the mperour, o2 his Cainmiſſio- 
ners: that iudgement fhonld bee giuen of the ſucceſſion of 
Iuliers, actozding ts h Law of the Empire: that two Pzin- 
ces of either religion ſhould keepe the Caſtle of Tulicrs in 
ſequeſter : that the Pzinces poſeſſouzs ſhould put in cauti⸗ 
on and ſecuxitie to obey to the iudgement ginen thereup- 
on: that they ſhould lay away their armes, and that all new 
impoſts ſhould bee aboliſhed. 

There were diuers wzitings on enery part vpon this 
Pꝛopoſition: but at laſt the Embaſadonrs ofthe rang 
pole 
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poſleſſoꝛs hauing beene talke about it with the Councell of 
the ſaid Pꝛinces, they gaue in wꝛiting the » 2 of October 
that they were ready to allow of this tranſaction and agrees 
ment following, fo wit: 

Chat the P2inces poſſeſſo2s ſhould keepe the poſſeſſion 
of the States of Iuliers, vntill there were a lawfull ſucceſ⸗ 
four publiſhed by tudgement: and in the meane while 
that they ſhould gouerne the ſaid States in the name 
of his Jmperiall Paieſty, actoꝛding to thecuſtome of the 
Country. 

As fo2 the Caffle of Iuliers, that the gouernoꝛ Þ ſhould 
bee put into if, ſhould bee ſwozne in the Emperours, 
and Pzinces poſſeſſours names, faithfully to keepe the 
place vntill that there were a lawfull ſucteſſouc denomina⸗ 
ted by tudgement, vnto whom (without contradiction) hee 
ſhould reſtoze the place. 

That to judge of the Succeſſion there ſhould bee cer- 
faine Arbitratc2s named: neuertheleſſe that foꝛ the diffe- 
rents that ſhould riſe betweene the Dukes of Brandenburg 
and Newburg , they ſhould bee cleared particularly by 
the Pzinces which they had already named in their agree; 
ment. h 

That the Pꝛinces of Saxony ſhould by no means bee 
admitted into the peſſ*:Mion of the ſapd CTſates with 
them. 

That the Pꝛinces Poſſeſſours ſhould put in ſuerties to 
doe all that is aboueſaid, and ſhould pꝛomiſe to call in all 
the new impoſts from the day of the tranſaction and agrees 
ment. 

The Landgraue and his Condelegates hauing recet- 
ued in Waiting this ]P2opoſition and Tranſaction, they 
gaue a Coppy thereof to the Cmbaſſadours of Saxony 
that were alſo at Cologne, the which gaue a long waiting 
ofthe pzetences of the Pzinces of Saxony vpon the ſtates 
of 
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of Tuliers, pꝛoteſting that they neuer had held the poſſcſſi. 
on that the Pꝛinces of Brandenbourg and Newbuurg had 
taken to be lawfull, 

Notwithſtanding the Pzince of Neu bourg arriued at 
Collogne the 14 of October, holding his ſaid tranſaction 
as done: but the Landgraue of Heſſe, and his Condele- 
gates gane him an anlwere of the ſaid tranſadion in wꝛi⸗ 
ting. in the which they declared, that they could not depart 
from their laſt p2opoſition. 

Bꝛieſlo, there were then a great many waitings gt- 
nen to the ſaid Delegates, as well by the two Impe⸗ 
riall Commiſſioners , as by the EmbaTadours of the 
P2inces of Saxony, who pꝛoteſted that they would not ſufs 
fer their Pzinees fo bee excludedfromentringinto the poſ- 
ſeſſion of the fate of Tuliers, 

Alſo the foure and twentith of Dtober the Pzince Iohn 
Caſimir af Saxony, Duke of Coburg arriued at Collogne: 
But the ſame day the Paince of Newbourg went from 
thence. Vis Cmbaſſadonrs ſince his departure with thoſe 
of the Pzince of Brandenbourg gaue anſwers in wzt- 
ting very copions and pꝛolix vpon all that had paſſed euer 
fince the beginning of the trouble of Iuliers, vntillnow, 
affirming that their Pꝛinces defired nothing but the tran- 
quility of the Empire, and peace and amity with all 
Pzinces their neighbours; as they had done it in that 
they had diſcharged all their Douldiers after the taking ol 
Iuliers. But that now ſeeing the Tomiſſtoners of his Im⸗ 
perial Maieſty would not permit d Landgraue'# his Con- 
deputies to moderate the rigour of the conditions which 
they had pꝛopounded: and that they to the contrary had 
ſubmitted themſelues to all that which was right and iuff, 
they could not afterwards commit this buſinclſe to any 
but to God 4 Time, hoping that none would blame them 
tobe the cauſe that ſuch a good — not _ 
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Allo, that being not able to paſſe any further in this Trea- 
ty, they went their wayes to relate to their Peinces what 
had paſſed. 

At this laſt waiting of the Embaſſadours of the Pꝛin- 
ces poſſeſſo2s, the Landgrauc and his Condeputies made 
abziefe anſwere the ſecond of November, impozting that 
they had behaued themſelues in this Treaty accoꝛding to 
theinſtruaions which had beene giuen them, andlapd the 
fault ofthe bꝛeaking vp ofthis Treaty, vpon the Embal⸗ 
ſadours of the Pzinces Poſſeſo2s, which they cauſed to 
be pꝛinted. 

The afſembly being thus bꝛoken vp, the Landgraue any 
his Condeputies, the Duke of Coburg, of Saxony, and all 
the Embaſſdours went from Collogne, and retired them 
ſelues euery man to his owne houſe. 

By this bꝛeaking off it was thought that the States 
of Iuliers this Spꝛing ſhould haue beene full of warre, 

The Pzince of Anhalt was in the name of theſe Bzinces 
at Hage in Holland, where the Pzince Maurice and the 
States were aſſembled to appeaſe the differents and quar⸗ 
rels which thoſe of VItrech haue among themſelues, and 

the debe te betweene the Count of Eaft Frieſe, with thoſe 
of Embden. 

This P2ince was by them well recetued, and aſſured 
ok all aid, as they had done the peare befoze, and greater if 
need requited. 

He went alfo into England. where he was likewiſe well 
reteiued and had the like anſwere. But (as hath bene ſaid 
befoze) the troubles betweene thoſe of Auſtria, and the as 

greement made betweene the Pzinces vnited and Duke 
of Bauiete, were canſe that there was no ſtirre in p States 
of Iuliers. Let vs (to conclude theſe remembzances) ſee 
what paſſed at the taking of Arraſhe by the Spaniards in 
Houember laſt. 1 
n 
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If many Pzinces of Chzilkexdome, notwithſtanding 
their affinities and kindzed, haue partialities the one a- 
gainſt the other: thoſe in other places of the woꝛld haue no 
leſle. 

The Rings of Barbary any time this hundzed peares, 
acccoꝛding to that which diuers Hiſtoztans haue wait. are 
ſufficient pꝛoſes thereot, and alwapes the Kings of Caſtile, 
92 of Portingale in giuing the aid haue ſeiſed vnon ſome 
places which they knew well inonghof: nenertbelife the 
King Sebaſtian of Portingale going th:ther in peclon to 
vphold Muley Hamet agataft his bꝛother Mulcy Maluco 
Abdelmelec Ring of Fes, and of Moroc, thinking to hau: 
p2ofited therein, loſt the battaile of Alcacerquibur, Wgete 
he was ſlaine, as the Caſtilians affirme: but the common 
opinion of the Portugales thinke not: And that after this 
loſſe, being fled out of the battaile, he had been wandzing 
vp and downe the wozld till the peare 161, when diſco- 
yeriug himſelfe hee was kept pziſoner at Venice, becauſe 
he called himſelte the King Scbaſtian. Since falling inte 
the hands of the Caftilians, and bꝛought to Naples, they 
haue ſent him into Caſtile where he was. 

Now the greateſt fault that the King Don Sebaſtian 
did in Barbacy, was, that being deſcended into Arzilla, 
hee left betzinde him Arrache the enemies Citie , and 
went to ſeeke foz Abdelmelecin the Champaigne of Alca- 
cerquibur, 

Arrache is a ſtrong Citie in the Kingdome of Fez. in the 
P3ouince of Azgar, built vpon the Otean ſea, at y mouth 
of the riner Lucus, vpoa Þ which one part of it ſtandeth, 
the other vpsn the Ocean, the hauen thereof is very good, 
and difficult ts be taken, becauſe that it is defended with a 
foztreſſe, within, in the which the Kings of Fez oꝛdinarily 
keepe thzes hundzed light Yozſemen, and thzes hundzed 
Yarquebuſters in garriſon, becauſe that the Porcingals 
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and Caſtilians hold almoſt all the Coaſt Mownes of 
the P2oniaces of Habat and Erif, where they haue great 
Garriſons. | 

This Pꝛouince is along the Mediterranian ſea, vnta 
the ſtraight of Hercules,02 of Gibalcar : and the other is 
vpon the Ocean ſea ſrom the ſutd ſtraight to the river Lu- 
cus, in the which the ing of Spaine doth now hold the 
{trongtowncs of Tanger, Arz illa, and others. 

U pon the warres which grew oi late betwene the King 
of Fez andhis bzother, who are Mahometans,the panger 
b2other hath fozced the elder to noe out of the Kingdome, 
and to come to deſite aid of the ſaid Bing of Spaine ; But 
the ſaid King, Don Sebaſtian hauing beene an example (03 
the Spaniard, not ts truſt the Kings of Barbarie, but 
with aſſurance, hee treated with him that in pꝛomiſing 
aid vato him, hee would alſo giue him a hundzed thou- 
ſand Crownes to returne to Arrache (a place that as vet 
held foz him) where by money, and otherwiſe, hee would 
pꝛactiſe and get againe as many Soul diers as hee could. 
Alſo, that foꝛ aſſurance of the aid that he ſhould giue them, 
he would cauſe the foztrefſe of Arrache to be deltuered vn⸗ 
der his command. 

Accoꝛding to this agreement, the King of Fez refurneth 
to Arrache, with the money pꝛomiſed in one of the King of 
Spaines ſhippes, where (within a ſhozt time) many of his 
friends and ſeru ints come bnto him. The Spaniard in the 
meane while hauing cauſed a Nauy of a great many Sal- 
lyes and other ſhips to bee pzepared, and ſhipped ten thons 
ſand men in them, he gaue the conduct of them to the Mar⸗ 
ques of S. Germini, who arriged the 20of Nouember in 
the evening within the Hauen ol Arrache,and there lap at 
ancho2 all that night. 

The next mozning the Parques hauing called all the 
chiete Commanders into the Admiralh and hauing im⸗ 
parten 
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parfed his deſſizne to foꝛce Arrache, if the Ring Maure 
did not ker pe pꝛomiſe with him he had aCurance of them 
that they would behaue themſelges like Souldiers in the 
bafineſſe : But ſce what happened, the Ring of Fez coulo 
not ge from his woꝛd, andſeeing that the Spaniard was 
ſo ſteong that hee wis able to compell him, many ofhis , 
and the peoyle fearing left they ſhould fall into the Spani- 
ard; power, would needes turne their faces from him: 
But haaing the Guernour of the Caſtle at his command, 
hee put ſo2ty the G irriſon of the Barbarians” which were 
inthe Calle, ⁊ he hinſelfe gaue the Keyes thereof to the 
Marques of S unt Germini, Upon the noyſe that the 
Spania ds were in the Caſte, all the inhabitants armed 
themielucs; and thinking to reſiſt them, after many of 
them had there ended their dayes valiantip during th2es 
houres fight, they fell vader the Parques his power, 
who pzeſently cauſed the Armes of Caſtile to bee ſef 
vvon the Towers 4 Steeples, and ſeized vpoa this ſtrong 
Citty, where the inhabitants ſuſtained a great ruine and 
loſle · 

This is the newes which hath beene reteiues of the cf- 
fects of the Spaniſh Armie in Barbary, and how this ſtrang 
Citty, which the King of Caſtile and Portugall haue ſo 
long deſired, is at laſt fallen vnder the power of their 
King. 

Againe, to end theſe Diſcourſes, J will here ſet downe 
the newes come from Cgnſtantinople, vpon the great 
warres that hath beene in Tartaria, betweene the Unkle 
and the Nephew, ſince the end of Autumne laſt. when 
the great Cham of the Tartarians dyed. The Donne 
thinking to haue his Fathers Stats, his Unckle the 
bcother of the laſt Cham endeuonred himſelfe by all means 
to haue the Crow nie: but either of them hauing gathered 
an Ariny of thzeeſcoze * men, at laſt they _ 
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o handy blowes, where after that betwene them foꝛty 
thouſand men had beens Claine, the ſonne got the vicozy, 
5 and by the ſame meanes the Tartarians Crowne. 
This is all that hath paſt wozthy of note Gince the mo⸗ 
neth of September laſt: and what ſhall happen 
hereafter, we will publiſh as occaſion 
ſhall ſerue.
